CHICAGO, March 25.—The Chicago 
and Northwestern, the Missouri Pa- 
cific and St. Louis and San Francisco 
roads filed notice of withdrawal today 
from all traffic associations of which 
they were members. The Louisville 
and St. Louis air line also withdrew 
from the Southern States Association 
of which it was a member. A meét- 
ing of. exeéutive officers of Western 
roads was held today at the office 
of the third vice-president of the 
Santa Fé to talk over the situation. 
At the close of the meeting it was an-: 
nounced that no concerted action had 
been decided upon, and none was Hkely 
to be. The more the decision of the Su- 
preme Court is considered, the more 
clearly does it appear that not a ves- 
tige of ground is left the traffic asso- 
ciations, as they have heretofore teen 
conducted, on which to stand. All that 
now remains ,for the roads to do is to 
direct their” energies tod securing jegis- 
lation that will open some way for 
them to conserve their interests and 
prevent their revenues from being Cis- 
sipated by undue competition. None of 
the associations attempted to do ary- 
thing today. No circulars were issued 
by any one of them, and no attempt 
were made to enforce an observance 


of agreements. As yet no raie cutting, 


has been resorted to as a result of the 
collapse of the association. The roads 
are simply attending to routine busi- 
ness, and seem to be afraid tu take ag- 
gressive action of any kin4.

SURVIVAL OF THE FITTEST... 

DENVER, March 25. —Receivers 
Frederick R. Coudert,. E. Jllery An- 
derson and Oliver W. Mink, General 
Manager Edward Dickinson and other 
officials of the Union Pacific road ar- 
rived in Denver today on their annual 
tour of inspection. The original in- 
tention of the party was to go as far 
as Salt Lake, but that has heen aban- 
doned as Receiver Clark is ill in St. 
Louis. 

“I can hardly say,” said Mr. Mink 
today, “what will -be the effect of the 
Supreme Court decision in the Trans- 
missouri case. The Union Pacific has 
not acted as yet and I cannot fore- 
cast what we will do. Much depends 
upon the developments of the next 
few days. 


“The breaking-up of the freight and: 


passenger associations,’” said General 
Manager Dickinson, ‘“‘means a general 
demoralization of rates and eventually 
a most disastrous war: When the 
war comes it will be ‘the survival 
of the fittest.” The big roads are able 
ta take advantage of this to crush 
out our rivals.

volved, and hence the appeal. 

There is no question at the Depart- 


ment of Justice that last Monday’s de- 


cislon covers every material point in- 
velved in the Joint Traffic Association 
case, and, so far as the officials are 
able to see, there can be only one issue 
to the contest, and that is, the asso- 
ciation must dissolve. It also ig the 
‘opinion that the passenger associations 
come as clearly within the prohibition 
of the law as do the freight associa- 
tions. It is believed that the appeal 
Will be argued and decided before the 
summer recess of the court.

SAN FRANCISCO SURPRISED.

Plucky Christians Whip 
Bloody Turks. 


They Capture 1 Fort and Blow 
it Up with Dynamite. 


England Backs Down on the 
Blockade. 


Recent Massacre and the Sultan’s 
Boast of the Support of His Pol- 
icy Indicated Further Slaughter 

and Gave England an Excuse, 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.} 

-CANEA, March 25.—[Copyrighted by 
the Associated Press.] The insurgents 
made determined attacks upon the 
blockhouse or fort at Malaxa, outside 
of Suda, today. During the night the 
insirgent forces were pressed forward 
until they occupied convenient posi- 
tions for an attack. About 6 a.m. the 


artillery opened fire upon the Turkish 


blockhouse. In a short time nothing 
remained for the Turks but extermina- 
tion or evacuation. Mussulmans com- 
menced a retreat on Suda, relying upon 
the Turkish warships in the bay to 
save them from the Christians. The 
Sultan’s fleet opend badly-judged fire 
upon the insurgents, to cover a retreat 
from the blockhotise. The shells fell 
either short or far beyond the insurg- 
ents’ forces. Consequently the Chris- 
tians pushed forward steadily, pressing 
hard upofi the rear of the Turks, keep- 
ing up a continual skirmish fire. The 
Turks made a stand now and then, 
pouring a few volleys in the direction 
of the insurgents’ skirmish linés. The 
insurgents succeeded in pyshing on to 


the villa f Tsikilaria, where the 


fired some houses. While this fighting 
was in progress a detachment of Turk- 
ish troops, being unaware that the 
garrison fort at Malaxa was retreating 
upon Suda closely pursued by Chris- 
tians, made a sortie from Canea with 
a convoy of provisions intended for 
the garrison at’ Malaxa. Near Kera- 
tidi. the Turks were met by the in- 
surgents, who opened a fire which 
stopped the advance of the column. 
‘The Turkish commander took up the 

t in order to pro- 


fighting between the Turks afid Shri: - 
tidns,;near. Keratidi was still.in progress 
and the result uncertain. The Turkish 
garrison at Malaxa lost heavily during 
the retreat. The insurgents occupy all 
of the heights in the vicinity of Canea 
as far as Perivolia, having captured 
the two last Turkish fortresses. Only 
the fleet of the powers prevents the 
entire. success of the cause. 

The blockade all along the Cretan 
coast has not prevented several small 
Greek vessels from landing ammuni- 
.tion and provisions. A Greek yessel 
captured by Austrian gunboats had 
on board sixty volunteers and a quan- 
uty of ammunition. 

At 6:30 p.m. the Christians still oc- 
_cupy ‘the fort at Malaxa, from which 
‘they drove the Turks by bombardment 
this morning in spite of the shells 


which fell around it and set fire to the 


blockhouse. 
At 3:55 p.m., while the Turkish re- 


inforcements were vainly struggling to 


capture the heights above Nerakourou, 


-the Christians from Akrotori attacked 


the Turkish cordon at Halepa, which 
was. keeping them at a distance with 
mountain artillery.

“THE BLOCKHOUSE BLOWN UP. 

CANEA, March 25.—At 8 o'clock this 
evening the insurgents succeeded in 
blowing up the blockhouse at Malaxa 
with dynamite. The whole structure is 
now. in flames and the Turkish war- 
ships are bombarding the isurgents. 

SENSATION AT ATHENS. | 

ATHENS, March 25.—The news of 
the dynamiting of the Malaxa block- 
house at 8 o’clock tonight as the cul- 
mination of a day of fierce fighting and 
a prolonged siege, has made a tremen- 
dous sensation here. It is regarded as 
an event of far-reaching importance, 
both in its effect upon the insurgents 
themselves and upon the Greek Minis-. 
ters at this stage of the criwis. It is 
generally believed in official circles, as 
well as by the people at large, that the 
Christians in Crete are not in the least 
deterred by the blockade, and not in 
the least beguiled by the appeals of the 
admirals or the implied arguments of 
the autonomy proclamations. 

Advices from Canea as to the details 
of the day’s fighting show that the in- 
surgents displayed the most desperate 
valor, and left the Turkish garrison of 
the blockhouse no choice but flight. 
Evacuation by the Moslems was ‘fol- 
lowed immediately by occupation by 
the insurgents, who were close upon 
the heels of the flying foe. To hold the 
blockhouse in the face of a rain of 
shells from the Turkish warships in 
Suda Bay was impossible. The com- 
mander of the insurgents, having re- 
solved that he could not do it, deter- 
mined the Moslems should not, and 
blew the whole structure into frag- 
ments with successive heavy charges 
of dynamite. At 8 o’clock tonight the 
long-fought-for blockhouse is a mass 
of burning debris, and the flames light 
up the blockaded waters of the bay. 

Immediately on receipt of the news, 
Delyannis and the Minister of War 
drove rapidly togéther to the royal pal- 
ace, where they had an audience with 
the King. What happened there can 
only be guessed at, but one thing is

MEMPHIS (Tenn.,) March 25.—An- 
other slight fall in the river at Mem- 
phis is noted tonight and a correspond- 
ing rise in the spirits of all interested 
in the condition. The river, according 
to the official bulletins of the Weather 
Bureau, registers 36.7 feet, a fall of 
one-tenth of a foot. The river at Cairo 
continues to rise, while at Paducah it 
is stationary. 

Dispatches from all points south of 
Memphis show that the Mississippi is 
rising slowly. The continued fair 
weather is a favorable condition. News 
received from all points along’ the 
Mississippi side indicate that the sys- 
tem of levees is still intact. These dis- 
patches have been received by the IIli- 
nois Central and are authentic. No 
more breaks are reported on the Arkan- 
sas side. 

All trains are running out of Memphis 
on schedule time with two exceptions, © 
The Memphis Relief Committee hav- 
ing received the tents from Washing- 
ton, have almost completed the ar- 
rangements of Camp Congo, where the 
colored refugees will be quartered and 
provided for.

Attorney Carnpben of San Francisco 
Has Scored a Triumph—The New — 
Minister Denies Certain | 
Stories About Himself.

WASHINGTON, March 25.—[Special 
Dispatch.} Minister Yang Yu tonight 
recognized the See Yups as peaceable 
merchants and granted to them every- 
thing they asked. By decision of Minis- 
ter Yang Yu the action of the Chinese 
_, Sovernment in sentencing to death Lee 

Hon Youand Chan Man Way and toban- 
ishment and confiscation of their goods 
the fifteen other merchants of the See 
Yup association will be rescinded. On 
their part the See Yups will declare off 
the boycott on the Sam /Yups, and, 
when they are informed that their rela- 
tives now held in China are free, will 
dismiss the injunction suit against the 
Consul-General. 

Not satisfied with thus righting the 
wrongs of the See Yups, Yang Yu de- 
cided to suspend from their posts Con- 
sul-General Fung Yung Heng and Vice- 
Consul King and place all business of 
the Consulate in the hands of Secretary 
Fong Yan Sen until the Consul’s suc- 
cessor arrives at his post. This action 
was due to the work of Attorney Camp- 
bell of San Francisco, who secured the 
powerful aid of John W. Foster. The 
remarkable feature of it is that the 
Chinese Consul in San Francisco was 
endeavoring to suppress the highbind- 
ers, and he struck at the See Yups, who 
are notorious as a highbinder organiza- 


tion. 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

WASHINGTON, March 25.—The rep- 
resentatives of the Chinese Minister 
and the See Yup Society today reached 
a basis of agreement whereby the diffi- 
culties existing in San Francisco as a 
result of the controversy between the 
See Yup and Sam Yup societies, will 
be adjustéd. The* See Yups will de- 
clare off the boycott against the Sam 
Yups, or merchants society. The in- 
junction still in force against the Chi- 
nese Consul at San Francisco to pre- 
vent him from interfering with the af- 
fairs of the See Yup Society will be 
withdrawn, and the Minister waives 
his demand for payment of certain 

An emphatic denial is made in behalf 
of the Minister that he demanded from 

the See Yups a “fabulous sum of 
* money” as one of the propositions on 
which he would consider the affair. 
‘The amount stipulated was, it is stated, 
small, and simply enough to pay cer- 
tain court fees incurred as a result of 
‘the litigation in’ the San Francisco 
_. eourts. An equally emphatic denial is 
‘'  madc that the Minister told the See 
Yups that they were not under the 
jurisdiction of the. United States, but, 
being Chinese citizens, were under the 
control of the Minister. 

On the contrary, the Minister told 
them that being in this county, of 
course they must abide by and obey 
its laws. The counsel for the See Yups 
tonight united in saying that in these 
respects the Minister had been misun- 
derstood, and that he did not make the 
statements attributed to him. As a re- 
ult of the agreement the Minister will 
communicate with his government with 
a view to having the sentences imposed 
on the Jeaders of the society in San 
Francisco revoked, and their property 
and that oftheir ~elatives in China, 
which has been seized, restored to 
them. 

J. C. Campbell, attorney for the See 
Yups, expressed himself as_ greatly 
pleased with the result of his mission. 
The Minister, he said, had been mis- 
informed and had misunderstood the 
true situation of affairs, and as soon 
as they were presented to him in their 
‘proper light he reached the decision 
above stated. The See Yups Society 
was recognized by the Minister and 
has been granted permission to conduct 
its business as before. The yarty will 

leave here for San Francisco on Sat- 
urday.

TWO INDIANA YOUTHS FIGHT OVER 
THE SAME WOMAN. 


Road and Exchange Several 
Shots—One Drops Dead and the 
Other is Wounded Over the 
Heart, 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

GREENSBURG (Ind.,) March 25.— 
George and Calvin Holmes, brothers, 
fought a duel to death near Moore’s 
Hill yesterday afternoon. They were 
twins and 22 years old, and members of 
a prominent and wealthy family. Miss 
Higgs, over whom they fought, is 20 
years old, afd the daughter of one of 
the wealthiest families in the county. 

About a year ago George Holmes be- 
gan paying his attentions to Miss Higgs 
and he was favorably received. Last 
Christmas his brother, Calvin, returned 
from college and met the young lady at 
@ neighborhood dance. They at once 
seemed smitten with each other, and 
this aroused the jealousy of the gifrl’s 
lover. Nothing was known of his feel- 
ings, however, until Sunday night, 
when Miss Higgs jilted him for his 
brother, and a quarrel ensued. 

Yesterday afternoon the brothers met 
in the road. They quarreled and struck 
each other, when Calvin fired. Several 
shots were exchanged, and George 
dropped dead. Calvin is wounded over 
the heart. 


THAT RAILROAD DEAL. 


President Ripley Confirms the Re- 
port of the Santa Fe’s Success. 

CHICAGO, March 25.—President E. 
P. Ripley of the Santa Fé system, who 
returned today from a tour of inspec- 
tion of the entire system, substantially 
confirmed the report of a deal between 
the Santa Fé and Southern Pacific by 
which the former obtains control of the 
Mojave division of the Southern Pa- 
cific, extending from Mojave to Needles, 

This piece of road has heretofore been 
operated by the. Atlantic and Pacific, 
and the Santa Fé had trackage over it. 
By the deal, however, it will be placed 
in exclusive possession of the property, 
and then be able to reach the Pacific 
Ocean over its own tracks, independ- 
ently of any of its neighbors. This, of 
course, will be an immense advantage 
to it. The right to run its cars to Los 
Angeles and San Diego will hereafter 
be unchallenged by anybody. 

“It is not quite correct to say that.a 
trade of property has been accom- 
plished,” said Mr. Ripley. ‘‘Certain de- 
tails have yet to be worked out, but as 
I understand it, all the main features 
of the transaction have been agreed to, 
and you will, I think, be safe in con- 
cluding that the thing will go through. 
It will not make any change whatever 
in ‘transcontinental traffic, neither will 
it give the people of California any bet- 
ter transportation facilities than they 
possess at present. It will not change 
the general relations in which they 
have stood to the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany in the slightest degree. All the 
changes that will be brought about by 
this deal will affect only the two roads 
parties to the deal, and its only effect 
will be to simplify and unify the posi- 
tion of the two systems. That is all 
there is to it. 

‘“‘While the features of the deal have 
all been agreed on, the actual transfer 
cannot be made until the lawyers of 
the two companies work out certain de- 
tails and decide on the legal form to be 
given the transaction. The most im- 
portant point on which they have to 
pass is as to whether the contracts to 
be drawn up shall take the form of 
actual transfers or of* ninety-year 
leases. The former method will be 
adopted if it can be done without in- 
volving any legal question or complica-. 
tion. Should anything in the nature of 
these stand.in the way, then resort will 
be had to the ninety-year lease method 
of consummating:the deal. 

“The advantage to be gained by the 
Southern Pacific will be of no less im- 
portance to it, however. Heretofore it 
has had a little bit of track, eighty- 
eight miles in length, extending from 
Benson to Nogales, and cut off from all 
direct connection with any part of its 
system. This stretch of track has been 
used: by the Santa Fé as a connecting 
link between its New Mexico and Ari- 
zona and its Sonora Railway line. The 
New Mexico and Arizona road extends 
from Deming to Benson, a distance of 
175 miles, and the Sonora Railway from 
Nogales to a City of Guaymas on the 
Gulf of California, a distance of 265 
miles, These two roads, the aggregate 
length of which is 440 miles, the Santa 
Fé givcs up for the 240 miles from Mo- 
jave to The Needles. Its system in that 
direction will hereafter end at Deming, 


. M. 

“In giving up these two roads, how- 
ever, it does not give up the traffic on 
the Southern, because the Southern Pa- 
cific has no outlet at Deming but over 
the Santa Fé tracks. The surrender of 
the Santa Fé is, therefore, more appar- 
ent than real. The advantages to the 
Southern Pacific, on the other hand, 
will be immense. It will not only be 
able to make its tracks between Benson 
and Nogales of some account to itself, 
but it will gain a new and excellent 
outlet to the Gulf of California at 
Guaymas. Both roads have, therefore, 
a right to congratulate themselves. The 
deal is in conformity with the plan 
adopted by the Santa F6 since its reor- 
ganization of allowing its outlying and 
unprofitable branches to go, and con- 
solidating its system to the greatest 
extent possible.”

Complaints are coming in from 
American plantation owners’ that 
strong efforts are being made to enforce 
them to pay taxes. They resist because 
very few have been able to work their 
land or grind their cane. The govern- 
ment has not afforded them protection, 
Not only have they not made any 
money for two years but owing to in- 
sufficient troops, their property has 
been damaged or destroyed.

SPAIN WITHDRAWING FORCES. 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—Accord- 
ing to advices received at the State 
Department, presumably from Gen. 
Lee, there will soon follow a big with- 
drawal of Spanish forces from Cuba 
in order to satisfy the constant de- 
mands for additional.troops for service 
in the Philippine Islands, where the 
present force is said to be inadequate 
to cope with thé insurrectionists. 

These advices say that Gen. Weyler 
has been directed to dispatch 10,000 of 
his best soldiers to Spain, where they 
will shortly afterward be transported 
to the Spanish possession in the Phil- 
ippine group. The demand for troops 
there is said to have been so incessant 
that the Cortes has been compelled to 
weaken its Cuban forces in order to 
meet. the demand. There are said to 
be no troops at home that can be 
spared for duty abroad, and the army 
in Cuba is the only source of supply 
left for it to draw upon. Gen. Weyler, 
according to reports received here, has 
protested against the withdrawal of 
any part of his force, but orders from 
the home government are believed to 
be imperative and must be obeyed.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 25.—The 
imdoor cycle races tonight were the best 
of the indoor season and the cutting 
out of the amateur races proved to be 
a good move on the part of the manage- 
ment. 

The programme tonight consisted of 
a quarter-mile dash for professionals, 
a one-mile open for professionals, and 
a five-mile cup race for amateurs. The 
quarter-mile race proved to be a good 
feature, as the time made was good and 
the finishes were of the hair-raising or- 
der.

O. Stevens. The race was won by Jones, 
who thus scored his first wine during 
the meet. Downing finished second and 
Becker third, shutting Stevens out just 
before the tape. 

The one-mile race was the event of 
the evening, and it resulted in the 
breaking of the world’s indoor record, 
the race being run in the remarkably 
fast time of 2:05, The starters in the 
final were Becker, Eaton, W. A. Terrill 
and oO. Stevens. Two pacing men 
mounted on singles were put in to set 
the pace for the field. On the sixth lap 
the pacemakers were ordered out and 
the men were let to fight it out alone. 
Stevens made the pace or the next lap 
and looked a sure winner, but Becker’s 
wonderul sprint soon asserted itself, 
and a grand race for the tape ensued. 
Eaton brought up in the rear. 

On the last turn Becker passed his 
opponent, who picked up speed a little, 
and they had it nip and tuck down the 
home stretch, Becker winnings out by 
inches only, and Terrill finishing a few 
inches behind Stevens for third place. 
The “indoor king’ was outdistanced in 
the sprint. The time, 2:05, is the 
world’s record, and the spectators went 
wild over this remarkable exhibition of 
riding.

DRIVING OUT SILVER. 


Senator Wolcott on the Financial 
Policy of Japan, 

[BY ASSOCiATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, March 25.—Senator 
Wolcott, .who has interested himself 
so much in inte tional bimetallism, 
expressed the opini@n today that the re- 
cent action of Japan in attempting to 
depreciate silver would hasten inter- 
national action to restore the equality 
of the two metals. He made the fol- 
lowing statment, giving his reasons for 
this belief: : 

“The monetary situation in Japan is 
not only interesting, but most far- 
reaching and perhaps not generally un- 
derstood. The result which Japan seeks 
is to make permanent the depreciation 
of silver in relation to gold, and to 
preserve thereby the advantages which 
this depreciation naturally gives to Jap- 
anese agriculture and Japanese indus- 


tries, and it is not in any sense an) 


atempt to equalize values. , There 
was a time in the history of the’tinited 
Staets when we might have taken a 
step identical with that which Japan 
proposes. During the years of our civil 
war our money was worth but 50 per- 
cent. of the gold dollar if we had by law 
declared that henceforth our dollar 
should be of the value of 50 cents only 
in gold, our legislatfon would have 
been parallel with that which Japan 
evidently intends. We chose to follow 
a different path. 

“The action of Japan accords in a 
measure with that of Austria, a few 
years since, and with the action pro- 
jected in Russia, with this difference: 
Austria forced the permanent depre- 
ciation of its money, measured in gold, 
to the extent of some 16 per cent.; Rus- 
sia will establish a reduction of about 
33 per cent. in the value of its rouble, 
while Japan proposes to pertnanently 
depreciate its exchange, relative to 
gold, so as to lower the value of the 
yen to about 48 cents on the dollar. The 
action of Japan must not be construed 
as an attempt to establish and main- 
tain a gold standard; it is simply an 
attempt. to preserve the economic ad- 
vantages which she at present enjoys 
beeause of the gold premium which 
exists in Japan, and this at the expense 
of the great commercial countries of 
the world which have heretofore main- 
tained the stability of their certain age 
as well as their financial integrity. 

“Of course, at the present price of 
silver, measured by gold, the result of 
the action of Japan would be to drive 
all of its silver out of that country. It 
is premature, .however, to attempt to 
forecast the full effect of her action in 
this respect. The course of Japan must, 
in my opinion, only serve to hasten 
some agreement between the leading 
commercial nations of the world relat- 
ing to a, settlement of this question 
upon an international basis,” 


-LABORITES AND LORDS. 


An Old Trades-Unions Case Again Up 
for a Hearing. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

LONDON, March 25.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] A rather unusual scene was 
witnessed in the House of Lords today. 
The case of “Flood and Taylor vs. Al- 
len,” which has occupied the various 
courts for tw6 years past, was for the 
second time before their lordships. 

The bench consisted .of the Lord 
Chancellor, Lord Salisbury and Lords 
Herschell, Watson, Ashbourne, Mac- 
Naughten, Morris, Shann, Davey and 
James of Hereford,the eight Judges of 
the High Court. The case is an im- 
portant one to trades unions, as it in- 
volves the question as to just what con- 
stitutes “intimidation” in labor dis- 
putes. After the first hearing of final 
appeal to the Lords, the judicial mem- 
bers of that body were equally divided. 
In consequence, the whole of the Judges 
of the High Court were summoned to 
the rehearing of the case, which opened 
today. It was the first time in ten 
years that the Judges have assisted at 
a trial in the Lords.

THE MAYFLOWER’S LOG. 


MR, BAYARD ASKS THAT IT BE 
TURNED OVER TO AMERICA, 


A Notable Gathering at St. Paul’s 
Cathedral —Gross Ignorance of 
the Geography of This Country. 
The Form of Transfer. 


{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

LONDON, March 25.—[{Copyrighted, 
1897, by the Associated Press.] In con- 
sequence of the efforts of the .Gov-.. 
ernor of Massachusetts, the American 
Antiquarian and Massachusetts His- 
torical societies, the Pilgrims of Ply- 
mouth and the New England Society of 
New York, backed up the desires of 
the archibishop of Canterbury, and the 
bishop of London, the consistory court 
of the diocese of London assembled to- 
day in the old chapel of St Paul's 
Cathedral in order to determine the 
question of the restoration of the log of 
the Mayflower to the United States. 

The chancellor of the diocese, Dr. 
Thomas H. Tristran, presided in. wig 
and gown. Ambassador Bayard was 
represented by Arnold Stratham, a bar- 
rister, who opened the proceedings by 
reading a petition by Mr. Bayard in 
behalf of the President and citizens 
of the United States, which set forth 
the history of the book, and the pre- 
sumptions as to how it came into the 
possession of the See of London. Mr. 
Bayard’s petition was cordially  in- 
dorsed by the bishop of London. 

Stratham then called H. F. Lee, legal. 
secretary of the bishop of London, who 
undertook in behalf of Mr. Bayard to 
use every means in his power to safe- 
guard the log and deposit the same in 
Pilgrim Hall, Plymouth, Mass., or 
some other safe place selected by the 
President of the.United States, and 
also to deposit a photographic copy of 
the register ‘of the diocese of London. 

The chancellor spent ninety minutes 
in examining Mr. Lee, read long ex- 
tracts from the book which he ex- 
amined with a magnifying glass. The 
chancellor asked if New England was 
question. Thereupon the chancellor 
Mr. Lee were unable to answer the 
question. Thereupon’ the Chancellor 
said: ‘There is nobody present able 
to answer the question?” , 

The question was then answered by | 

a representative of the Associated 
Press, who said that Massachusetts 
was a part of New England. Thé 
chancellor asked if Plymouth was in 
Massachusetts and the Associated 
Press representative assured him that 
it was. 
- Later the chancellor read a long ar- 
gument, during which he set forth that 
the log was part of a large number of 
manuscripts in Fulham Pa ace, relating 
to the English possessions in the 
American colonies which, before the 
Declaration of Independence, formed 
part of the diocese of London. 

The log of the Mayflower, being a 
register of births, marriages and 
deaths, concerned the property of the 
descendants of the Pilgrims. Their in- 
terest must be safeguarded, and the 
court would therefore follow the cus- 
tom prevailing when a new diocese is 
offset from an old one, in which case 
the register of births, deaths and mar- 
riages was transferred to the new dio- 
cese. He added: “I order, on the un- 
dertaking given by Mr. Bayard, to place 
the log in a fit place where persons 
concerned can have access thereto and 
a proper certified copy being deposited 
at Fulham, the original being given to 
Mr. Bayard for transmission to the 
President of the United States, and 
that the copy of this judgment under 
seal be sent with the book whenever 
Mr. Bayard or some one of the United 
States embassy can attend. In the 
mean while it will remain in the dio- 
cesan strong room.” 

The bishop of London will deliver the 
book to.Mr. Bayard personally.

Serious Trouble in the Transvaal 
May Follow Kruger’s Acts. 
LONDON, March 25.—[By Atlantic 


| Cable.] There is increasing uneasiness 


here regarding the Transvaal situation. 
The Birmingham Post, the organ of 
Joseph Chamberlain, Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, says it hears Germany 
is sending 3000 troops to Southwest 
Africa at the end of April and a special 
German envoy will be sent to interview 
President Kruger of the Transvaal and 
dao yy Stein of the Orange Free 
tate. 

It is elséwhere reported that, owing 
to tthe preparing for eventualities in 
the Transvaal, arrangements for the 
Anglo-Egyptian expedition to Khar- 
toum have been suspended. The officials 
here express strong belief that if Presi- 
dent Kruger persists in a claim for in- 
demnity as a result of the Jameson 
raids in the Transvaal, serious trouble 
will ensue. 


A PIONEER GONE. 


Death ef Secretary Kenaday of the 
Mexican War Veterans. 


WASINGTON, March 25.—Alex M. 
Kenaday, -secretary of the National 
Association Veterans of the Mexican 
War, died here today, aged 73, after an 
illness of nearly four years. He was 
born in Wheeling, W. Va., in 1824, of 
Irish extraction. He served through 
the Mexican war with credit as a ser- 
geant. The gold excitement drew him 
to California, where he spent. several 
years prospecting and in the printing 
business. 

In 1861 he married Miss Mary Can- 
niff of New York. They had five chil- 
dren, none of whom survive. In 1869 
he came to Washington for the Mexican 
Veterans’ Association, where he has re- 
mained ever since, attending to busi- 
ness organization and editing the Vi- 
dette. 


THE PEBBLE ON THE BEACH. 


The Origin of the Expression Now 
in Popular Favor. 


New York Sun:] “You’re not the 


lo ly pebble on the. beach” is an ex- 


pression which has been made familiar 
on the stage in variety theaters of New 
York: and other cities since last sum- 
mer, and it is traceable to no more sub- 
stantial origin than a chance remark 
of one female duetist to another, with 
whom she had quarreled in Coney Isl- 
and, and a more masculine variation of 
the original remark is to be found in 
the expression: “You are. not the only 
cinder in the heap.’”’ A chance expres- 
sion, having some claim to enduring 
popularity is sure of long life if made 
the refrain of a popular song, and 
such has been the fate of the only 
pebble. Here’ is the first verse of the 
song: 
When you see a pretty maiden, who has 
turned seven 
You _ you’d like to win her for your 
wile; 
Don’t start the game by saying she’s the 
sweetest thing you’ve see 
A yotng girl’s heart’s the 


n, 

strangest thing 
in life. 
Don’t let her think that you are sure to offer 


her your hand, 
She’ll like you better if you're out of 


reach— 
No matter how you love her, give the girl to. 
understand 
She’s not the only pebble on the beach. 
This verse is rather more philosophi-. 
cal than gallant—as the first verses of. 
popular songs are apt to be—and the 
second verse seeks, apparently, to 
make amends for this defect by calling 
the attention of the audience to that 


rare object of complaint, the neglect 


of men in street cars to give seats to 
beautiful and stylishly-attired young 
‘women. However that may be, these 
are the words of the verse: 


| While on board a crowded horse car on a 


warm and sultry day, 
I saw a maiden overcome with heat. 
She stood there fifteen minutes, while a man 


not far away 

Was occupying twice his share of seat. 

As she gazed'at him with injured look, she 

gaid in accents low: 

“Look here. my man, a moral I will teach; 
Though you have paid your nickel, there are 

others, don’t you iw, 

“You're not the only pebble on the beach.” 

Much as popular songs may vary in 
arrangement, the ingredients which go 
to make up one are almost invariably 
the same—in a pathetic song, love un- 
requited, homesickness, false pride, 
hopefulness of a wanderer’s return, 
confidence in the fidelity of an absent 
loved one and chagrin at the wiles of a 
villain; in a comic song the uncertainty 
of travel by street cars, feminine flir- 
tations, family jars, the irate parent 
who rebukes the tardiness of engaged 
couples, and the plight of a man who 
finds in a restaurant that-he has less 
money than the bill calls for. 

One of the advantages of modern 
songs of ‘‘The-Pebble-on-the-Beach’”’ 
variety is that they may be extended 
almost indefinitely by the addition of 
new verses, or if the audience be not 
cordial and appreciative, may be cut 
down with equal ease. 


The World’s Costliest Book. 
[Chicago Record:] The most expen- 


‘sive book ever pubilshed in the world is | 


the official history of the war of the 
rebellion, which is now being issued 
by the government of the United 
States at a cost up to date of $2,334,328. 
Of this amount $1,184,291 has been paid 
for printing and binding. ‘The remain- 
der was expended for salaries, rent, 
stationery and other contingent and| 
miscellaneous expenses, and for the 
purchase of records fro private in- 
dividuals. It will require at least three 
years longer and an appropriation of 
perhaps $600,000 to complete the work, 
so that the total cost will undoubtedly 
reach nearly $3,000,000. It will consist 
of 112 volumes, including an_ index, 
and an atlas, which contains 178 plates 
and maps illustrating the important 
‘battles of the war, campaigns, routes 
of march, plans of orts and photfo- 
graphs of interesting scenes, places 
and persons. Most of these pictures 
are taken from photographs made by 
the late M. B. Brady of Washington. 
Several years ago the government pur- 
chased his stock of negatives for a 
large sum of money. Each volume will, 
therefore cost an average of about $26,- 
785, which probably exceeds that of any 
book that was ever issued. Conies are 
sent free to public libraries, and 1,347,- 
999 have been so distributed. The atlas 
costs $22 and the remainder of the edi- 
tion is sold at prices ranging from 50 
cents to 90 cents a volume. 

There does not seem to be a large 
popular demand, for only 51,194 copies 
have been sold for only. $30,154. Thus it 
will be seen that the entire proceeds 
from the sales thus far but slightly 
exceed the average cost of each of the 
112 volumes. The books can be obtained 
by addressing the Secretary of War. 

The material used iw the préparation 
of these histories is taken from both 
the Federal and Confederate archives. 
and is purely official. The reports of 
commanders of armies, corps, brigades. 
regiments, etc., are carefully edited and 
arranged so as to give a consecutive 
account of all engagements with as lit- 
tle duplication and unnecessary. mate- 
rial as possible, and as the writers 
represent both sides of the struggle, 
it may be regarded as impartial.

When one enters it it is just as if he 
were stepping into a scene from an 
English novel, for everything within 
partakes of an atmosphere famil- 
jar to the readers of Dickens and other 
Writers of the popular sort. The floor 
is sanded, there are chairs and tables 
of plain wood, the windows are small 
and grimy. All the woodwork is dis- 
colored by age, and there is nothing 
whatever in the way of gilt, fresco or 
mirror effects to suggest the ordinary 
bar-room. No one ever speaks of it as 
a “pub,’ but)at the same time it is 
never referred to as a saloon or bar. 
|The proprietor himself speaks of it as 
a chophouse, and that vague term does 
well enough, although it doesn’t distin- 
guish ‘the place very correctly, for the 
reason that there are other chophouses 
in New York that are absolutely unlike 
it. It is on the west side of Broadway, 
a few paces down a very narrow lane, 
and but a stone’s throw from the head 
of Wall street, from which most of its 
patronage comes. 

Men really go there to eat, and they 
get special dishes, the like of which 
cannot be found, probably, elsewhere 
in America. The principal item, for 
example, that is served at midday for 
a luncheon is generally known as a 
“square.” It consists of a very thick 
English chop, a big sausage, a slice 
of liver and a spoonful of mashed po- 
tatoes, all served upon one plate.: 

Generally speaking, this extraordi- 
nary luncheon is accompanied by a 
mug of beer. A “glass” of beer, of 
course, is never to be” found in the 
establishment. That the place is quiet 
is doubtless due to the fact that after 
a@ man has eaten a “square’’ it is al- 
r most impossible to do anything but sit 
still for an hour or so and let diges- 
tion struggle with its task unimpedéd. 

It was there that I had my attention 

directed to an old, robust-looking man, 
who sat by himself at a small table in 
a corner. He had just come in when 
my companion pointed him out with 
the remark that he “‘would bear watch- 
ing.” He appeared to be prosperous 
and healthy. He hung his silk hat 
upon a peg, threw his overcoat over 
a chair, sat down, squared himself 
comfortably in his chair, and cleared 
his throat loudly. As if this were a 
well-understood signal, one of the two 
or three waiters approached him and 
waited defegentially for an order. 
. The old gentleman clearéd his throat, 
and then remarked audibly that he 
thought a little whisky would be an 
advantage. The waited nodded and 
went to the bar, where a decanter and 
glasses had already been set forth; 
the order had undoubtedly been antici- 
pated. “He follows this programme 
every day in the year,’’ remarked my 
companion in an undertone, “and if the 
waiter should set the liquor and 
glasse before him without waiting for 
the order he would be highly offended. 
This was done on one occasion, and 
with freezing dignity he declined to 
drink or eat.” , 

When the whisky was placed before 
him the customer held the decanter 
to the light, poured an excedingly small 
quantity in the glass, held that in the 
light and then filled the glass half full 
of water. This done he took a light sip 
of the weak liquid, remarking, ‘Ah, 
now. I think I can eat.’ After a mo- 
ment of thoughtful consideration he or- 
dered a cheese sandwich and a mug of 
ale. “The same order every day,” com- 
mented my friend. In due course the 
sandwich and ale were produced, and 
very leisurely the old gentleman de- 
voured them, not so much as if he en- 
joyed it as if he were satisfied with per- 
forming a duty. 

The waiter helped him on with his 
coat. and received some kind of a tip 
with a respectful “Thank you, sir.” 
After the customer had gone my friend 
beckoned to the waiter and asked him 
to show his tip. The waiter showed 
us that it was a 2-cent piece. “It’s all 
he gives,’’ the waiter remarked, rue- 
fully, ‘“‘excepting at holiday times, but 
if I should kick he’d never come near 
the place again.”’ 


An Abandoned Olive Farm, 

[A. A. Wheeler in Pacific Rural 
Press:] This is a new phrase in Califor- 
nia horticulture, but it is not the last 
time the expression will be used. An 
abandoned olive farm is a costly ex- 
perience for its owner; but, for that 
very reason, it conveys invaluable les- 
sons to all who _hayve planted olive or- 
| chards or intend to plant them. I will, 
therefore, take the trouble to describe 
the first spvectacle of the kind I have 
ever witnesses, and will preface the ac- 
count by saying that I spent a day 


| and a night and a portion of the second 


day at the nlace; and read over to the 
owner before I left him the notes which 
I shall here, set forth. 

All olive-growers.in California are 
familiar with the name of» El Quito 
farm, for its owner, E. E. Goodrich, was 
the pioneer of the State in the introduc- 
tion of the choicest Italian varieties of 
olives for oil. It is situated on the west 
side of the Santa Clara Valley, about 
five miles from the town of that name. 
It is some distance fr6ém the foothills, 
and. as far as the eye can see, is not 
perceptibly higher than the general 
floor of the valley. It is a level tract 
of eighty acres. On approaching it, 
the color of the olive trees reminds one 
of live oaks, and closer examination 
shows that this appearance is not the 
result of black scale, but is caused by 
the smut which dims the natural 
br@zhtness of the olive in every part of 
California that is within the influence 
of the fogs of the ocean. The trees are 
seen to be. stout and shapely, with 
trunks often a foot in diameter, and 
rounded heads, well opened to air and 
sunshine by judicious pruning. It is 
only by examination of the ground that 
one sees the whole orchard is on the 
verge of abandonment, for it is planted 
throughout with rows of young grape 


be sacrificed as soon as the vines re- 
auire their removal. 

Mr. Goodrieh bought his place in 1882. 
The eighty acres then contained more 
than four thousand olive trees of the 
Mission variety. Some of the trees were 
seventeen years old. Mr. Goodrich took 
out some, moved others, planted new 
ones, and then, in January, 1888, started 
to transform the entire orchard by 
grafting into it scions of the finest Ital- 
ian varieties of Tuscany. The olive oil 
of Tuscany is the highest type known 
to commerce. One of its centers of pro- 
duction, the town of Lucca, is familiar 
by name to the public. Authors like 
Pecori and Caruso, whose books are the 
authorities on olive culture in Italy, 
take the oil-producing varieties of Tus- 
cany as the standard of perfection; and 
Mr. Goodrich, who is an Italian scholar, 
knew for what reasons these authors 
placed the Razzo, the Grossaio, the 
Coreggiolo afd the Infrantoio at the 
head of the list. He sent to Tuscany 
for scions of these kinds, as well as of 
the Moraiolo. They came in two impor- 
tations, one from Lucca and the other 
from Florence. Those from Lucca were 
sent by an Italian who was a workman 
at El. Quito when Mr. Goodrich bought 
the place. They included Coreggiolo, 
Grossaio and Moraiolo. Those from 
Florence were obtained for Mrs. Good- 
rich, then a resident there, by an Ital- 


varieties, with the addition of Razzo 
and Infrantoio. No record was kept of 
where the two invoices of scions were 
grafted in the orchard; and as the va- 
rieties were imported as grafts, not as 
trees, Mr. Goodrich will not pretend 
to say that each of his bearing trees is 
now true to the name attached to it.

named. The orchard contains about 
four thousand trees. A yield of'sixty- 
five pounds to the tree would be a light 
crop, and this is the quantity of olives 
Mr. Goodrich estimates for a gallon of 
oil. From 4000 trees he should, there- 
fore, have 4000 gallons. But his total 
gy crop last year was eighty gal- 
ons. 

The trouble is, says Mr. Goodrich, 
that the trees do not set their fruit. 
They bloom profusely, but afterward 
there is no fruit formed. It is not a 
case of setting fruit and then dropping 
it.through frost or a hot wind early in 
the season. The fruit ‘does not form. 
With five différent varieties blooming in 
the orchard, there would appear to be 
abundant chance of cross fertilzation, 
which is known to be of great effect in 
the bearing of olives. The soil, too, as 
far as appears on the surface, is not of 
a kind that would be unduly retentive 
of moisture and therefore too chilling 
for ‘the well-being of olives. Whatever 
the cause, the foreman, an Italian from 
Tuscany, who has been in charge of El 
Quito since November, 1888, says: It 
is not a good place for olives. Mr. 
Goodrich agrees with him and has 
therefore planted the Carignan grape 
(from which he has already made a 
profitable wine) all through his olive 
orchard, in the belief that he will thus 
be enabled to get out of his investment 
without loss. His eighty gallons of oil, 
the year’s crop, which I found to be of 
limpid and delicious quality, sold for

It is easy to see that three main 
chances were involved in Mr. 
Goodrich’s enterprise from the start: 
(1.) He selected for planting four out 
of five varieties, all but the Moraiolo, 
that are among the most delicate of 
Tuscan olive trees. While belonging 
to the class that produces there the 
highest grade of oil, they are also of 
the type described by Pecori in these 
words (p. 55 of “Olive Culture in Italy’’) 
“These varieties demand favorable ex- 
posures, so as to be protected from 
winds and to have a constantly mild 
climate and fertile soil.” (2.) Mr. 
Goodrich then planted his delicate va- 
rieties in a region where none of the 
same kinds ‘had ever yet been tested. 
Such experiments are inseparable from 


but it remains an open. possibility that, 
while these special varieties proved a 
failure at El Quito, other Italian olives 
of greater hardiness might have proved 
good bearers there. (3.) By the very 
nature of things, Mr. Goodrich was 
compelled to employ scions of unknown 
pedigree. Assuming that his varieties 
are true to name, there is no proof that 
they came from trees that had already 
proved good bearers in Italy. Olive 
trees of the same species, like other 
fruit trees, vary greatly in their indi- 
vidudl characters, and it is these pe- 
culiarities of a tree which render it fit 
or unfit to be the parent of others. 
Only the best strains should be selected 
for provagation. | 

Four cr five dozen varieties of olives 
for pickles and for oil, from Spain, 
France, Italy and Sicily, are now in 
bearing in California; but they are not 
in bearing in any one part of the State, 
and they are not in bearing in any one 
nursery. By visiting and by corre- 
spondence I have found the olive stock 
of almost all nurserymen to be propa- 
gated from three sources: (1.) From 
their own bearing trees. (2.) From 
their own trees that have not borne. 
(3.) From trees entirely outside of 
their knowledge and control. But the 
olive planter who wishes to avoid Mr. 
Goodrich’s experience will confine his 
purchases to trees that can be proved 
to be from bearing trees of the varie- 
ties he wants. O¢casionally dishonesty 
will thwart his efforts, for some nur- 
serymen have trees of which they know 
literally nothing but the name, and 
others to my knowledge have rechris- 
tened hundreds of trees in the nursery 
rows with a name that had proved to 
be of growing popularity. On the other 
hand, a nurseryman has this year 
taken a step of true coédperation with 
the buyer by sending every customer 
a sample of the fruit of the bearing 
trees from which his nursery stock was 
propagated. This is an immense ad- 
vance in the direction of honest deal- 
ing. The safest way is for the planter 
to see the parent trees in bearing, but 
nobody should plant olives of which he 
has not at least seen the fruit.. He 
should also avoid nurserymen who have 
the christening habit. Olive planting 
is a business and the investor in it 
should be protected by the same legally 
binding safeguards that are exacted in 
any other business. I am in favor of 
requiring nurserymen to furnish affi- 
davits that the stock sold was propa- 
gated from bearing trees in definite 
places. When this is done, and when 
the buyer of trees for oil shall first de- 
mand a sample of the oil and the buyer 
of trees for pickles shall demand a 
sample of the pickles, olive growing in

AMERICA’S MOST FAMOUS COOK. 


Mrs. Rorer’s Preparation for the 
Work in Which She is Supreme. 

‘Mrs. Talcott Williams, writing of 
“The Most Famous Cook in America.” 
Mrs. S. T. Rorer, in the Ladies’ Home 
Journal, says: “Sarah Tyson Heston, 
the daughter of Dr. Charles Tyson 
Heston, was born in Bucks county, 
Pa., in October, 1849. When she was 
about a year old her parents’. re- 
moved to Buffalo, N. Y., where her 
father became a successful manufac- 
turing chemist, and where, as a little 
girl, she developed a child’s aptitude 
and interest in her father’s daily work. 
She grew up in his laboratory, gaining 
a working knowledge of chemical 
methods. 
many food experiments. After spend- 
ing several years at a private school 
in Buffalo, Sarah Heston went, at the 
Aurora, N. Y., where 
she took a five years’ scientific course, 
devoting much time to chemistry, Re- 
turning to Buffalo she was graduated 
from a finishing school, after studying 
for three years. During all this time 
she had shown much fondness for, and 
skill in, cooking. When 12 years old 
she took a prize for a loaf of bread 
and a loaf of sponge cake at a West- 
ern New York county fair. 

‘Dr. Heston responded to Lincoln’s 
first call for three months’ men, and 
remained in the service until the end 
of the war, returning with shattered 
health. The personal care for ten years 
of her invalid father, who required the 
most delicate and digestible food, was 
Mrs. Rorer’s unconscious preparation 
for her life work. Cooking is often a 
mere matter of receipts, and too sel- 
dom based on principles. It deals with 
details and offers no explanation of 
causes, but the training Mrs. Rorer 
had received from her father’s physi- 
cian and practical chemist, gave this 
important freauently omitted  iIn- 
struction. Jn 1869 the Heston family 
went to Philadelphia to live, and the 
following year Sarah, Tyson was mar- 
ried to W. A. Rorer, and has since that 
time made Philadelphia her home. 
There he two sons were born. The 
eldest one, W. A. Rorer. Jr., was sent 
to the Tniversity of Berlin to be fitted 
for work as a translator.

Jarres B., is a student at Harvard 
College. The only daughter died in 
infancy.”

FAMOUS LIBRARY VISITORS. 


Some Reminiscences of Robert Har- 
rison of the London Library. 


[Westminster Budget:] The late Rob- 
ert Harriosn, formerly secretary and 
librarian of the London Library, whose 
death occurred last week, Rad an ex- 
tensive acquaintace with famous men 
of letters. In a _ presidential address 
at the libraians’ conference at Notting- 
ham in September, 1891, he gave some 
interesting reminiscences of some of 
the eminent frequenters of the library: 

“The most conspicuously original 
man among them was Carlyle. He 
often visited the library. His conver- 
sation was most amusing, full of ex- 
travagant and exaggerated statements, 
always ending with a loud laugh, ap- 
parently at himself. He used the ii- 
brary books extensively for his later 
works, and was guilty of the repre-. 
hensible practice of writing on the | 
margins of the books. We must admit 
that his remarks were never meaning- 
less, but chiefly consisted of correc- 
tions of dates or errors in the text.” 

One remark of Carlyle’s, however, 
Mr. Harrison added, which was pretty 
well known, was a criticism. “It oc- 
curred in Charles Dibdin’s collection of 
songs, the last page of which contained 
the ordinary version of ‘Rule, Britan- 
nia.” At the foot of this boastful song 
Carlyle had written ‘Cock-a-doodle-do’ 
with a small forest of notes of excla- 
mation after it.’’ 

Of Thackeray, another eminent mem- 
ber of the Lendon library, Mr. Harri- 
son had also an anecdote to tell: 

“When writing “The. Virginians’ he 
came to me (the speaker) for a ‘Life of 
Gen. Wolfe.’ ‘I don’t want,’ he said, 
‘an historical account of his career; 
Lord Mahon’s book gives me that, but 
I want something that will tell me the 
color of his breeches.’ ” : 

Mr. Harrison had the pleasure also. 
of helping Charles Reade to find ma- 
terials for his story of “The Cloister 
and the Hearth.” The late Lord Lyt- 
ton was a frequent visitor and inquirer, 
as also were the author of “Westward 
Ho!” and George Eliot. Mr. Harrison 
was quite astonished at first to see 
what pains and research were applied 
to the production of books so easy to 
read as were their best novels. 

Concerning Mr. Gladstone, Mr. Har- 
rison: had likewise something to say. 
The Grand Old Man has always taken 
an interest in the prosperity of the 
library: 

‘“‘He (Mr. Gladstone) made use chiefly 
of the works of reference. I remember 
with pleasure a small incident that oc- 
curred when ‘Juventus Mundi’ was go- 
ing to press. Mr. Gladstone called to 
verify a line in Propertius or Ausonius, 
I forgot which. He toldehis need to one 
of the Eton masters who happened to 
be present. The line was found, and 
it differed slightly from that which 
Mr. Gladstone had quoted. ‘But,’ said 
the Eton master to me afterward, ‘his. 
line was much finer than.the one which © 
we found in print.’”’ 

Mr. Harrison, who was seventy-six, 
was connected with the London Library 
for the very long period of thirty-five 
years. He was himself an author, hav- 
ing written a small book on’ “Nine 
Years in Russia,’’ and, in conjunction 
with the late Mr. Gostwick, the “Out- 
lines of German Literature.” He edited — 
Mackenzie’s ‘‘Universal Dictionary of 
Biography,’ and was a contributor to 
the “Dictionary of Natural Biography.”

MORE REVENUE IS NEEDED. 


- Congressman McMillin of Tennessee, 
in his free-trade speech in the House 
on Wednesday, stated as one of the 
grounds of his opposition to the pend- 
ing measure that there is in the treas- 
ury a 6ufficient surplus to meet all 
estimated deficits for.a period of at 
least two years. Mr. McMillin had 
figured out this surplus at just $118,- 
000,000, exclusive of the gold reserve, 
and he argued that there is enough 
money on hand to last two years, even 
ff the government should run behind 
in the trifling sum of $50,000,000 or 
$60,000,000 per year, and that, there- 
fore, there exists no particular need of 
increasing the income of:the govern- 
ment at the present time. In other 
words, the government might with 
safety permit its availableycash to 
dwindle slowly down to the vanishing 
point without making aity effort to re- 
plenish it. . 


The fallacy of this contention is so 
apparent that it hardly needs to be 
pointed out. A business man who 
would be content to go on from year 
to year, expending more than his in- 
come and steadily reducing his avail- 
ing capital, simply because he had a 
few hundreds or a few thousands of 
surplus capital on hand, would justly 
be regarded as a very raw sort of 
idiot. Especially would he be liable 
to this imputation if he were heavily 
in debt, with no way of paying off 
his indebtedness except from the earn- 
ings of his business. The government 
is in practically the same position as 
‘an individual in this respect. Mr. 
MeMillin’s statement as to the amount 
of surplus cash in the United States 
treasury may or may not be true. 
The question as to its truth or falsity 
is not relevant to the present discus- 
sion. It. is the plain and imperative 
duty of Congress to adjust the reve- 
nues of the government in such man- 
ner that they shall exceed the ordinary 
expenditures by a safe margin. The 
surplus revenue can be applied to the 
reduction of the national debt, which 
has increased at an alarming rate dur- 
ing the past four years. i 

The treasury balance has shown a 
deficit Of something like $4,000,000, on 
the average, for each and every month 
since the existing tariff law went into 
effect. Tariffs are lévied primarily for 
revenue, not for deficits. The govern- 
ment’s business cannot be successfully 
run on deficits, any more than can a 
private business, If matters go on as 
they have been going for the past two 


or three years, the $118,000,000 surplus. 
of which Mr. McMillin boasts so flip- | 


pantly, would speedily melt into noth- 
ingness, bringing the government face 
to face with the alternative of an- 
* other bond issue or the ruin of its 


credit. When Mr. McMillin and his» 


party associates deny the. necessity 
for an increase of the national reve- 
nues, they deny a fact which is so ob- 
vious as to be almost axiomatic. 
Sound business principles, common 
gense, and a decent regard for public 
opinion unite in demanding such an 
‘increase of the public revenues as Will 
suffice not only to meet promptly all 
the current and ordinary expenses of 
the government, but to make liberal 
annual reductions of the national debt. 
The tariff bill now pending before 
Congress will, if enacted into law in 
substantially its present form, accom- 
plish all this, and more.

The small retail dealers of Chicago 
are waging a bitter warfare against 


| the great department stores. A bill 
now pending before the Illinois Legis- 


lature provides for the division into 
classes of the various articles of staple 
merchandise; also that no person or 
corporation shall handle or sell these 
articles except in certain specified 


group shall be handled by one house. 
Every store conducted in violation of 
the law is to be regarded as a public 
nuisance and dealt with accordingly. 
It is not at all probable that thts 
regulation can or will be enforced. 
Should the bill pass it weuld be class 
legislation of the most pronounced 
kind. It is extremely doubtful if the 
proposed measure would stand the 
test of judicial scrutiny. Obviously, 
its provisions are contrary to the 
spirit and letter of constitutional law, 
both State and national. In attempt- 
ing to prescribe and regulate the kind 
of merchandise which may or may not 
be sold under certain circumstances, 


| it opposes the fundamental principles 


of free government. 

While it is undoubtedly true that 
the great department stores in the 
larger cities inflict much hardship 
upon the smaller dealers, through 
close competition, the practical solu- 
tion of the problem manifestly does 
not lie along the lines indicated in 
the bill referred to. Some other plan 
will have to be devised to meet the 
exigencies of the situation, if they are 
to be met at all.

SOCIALISTS TALK OF CAUSES 
OF POVERTY. 


Several Speakers Undertake to Re- 
fute Bishop Montgomery’s Argu- 
ments and Assertions,. 


‘NO STOCK IN ORIGINAL SIN. 


CHRISTIAN MICHAELSON SAYS THE 
RICH ARE ALL ROBBERS.

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The socialist laborites their 
innings yesterday evening in the pyb- 
lic discussion of the question, “Why 
Poverty?’ ’ Music Hall was well filled 
when Chairman L. Biddle called the 
meeting to order. It was in no sense, 
judging by appearances, a poverty- 
stricken audience that came to hear 
the great question answered. Neither 
was it a congregation of millionaires. 
To the casual observer, it looked like 
a gathering of*the so-called middle- 
class, well-dressed, sover-minded work- 
ingmen and artisans, some small 
tradesmen, a few professional men 
and a liberal sprinkling of unmistak- 
able cranks of both sexes. The remarks 
of some of the speakers and the ap- 
plause that followed would have led 
one to believe that it was an assemb- 
lage of greatly-oppressed people who 
had no liberties left and who were on 
the verge of starvation, but it was 
marked that the-ventire audience did 
not applaud these appeals to prejudice 

d passion. 

At one corner of the stage hung the 
Pred flag of. socialism; at the other 
proudly waved the Stars and Stripes, 
while in the center reposed a banner 
bearing the.legend ‘“Workingmen of 
the World, Unite.” On the platform 
were grouped, besides the speakers of 
the evening and the chairmen, a number 
of honorary vice-presidents. The pro- 
ceedings were very orderly. 

‘Most of the speakers devoted them- 
selves to attempted refutation of the 
arguments of Bishop Montgomery and 
other clericals who essayed to account 
for the existence of poverty at a meet- 
ing held under thé auspices of the Coun- 
cil of Labor‘a short time ago. Espe- 
cially did the Socialist-Labor orators 
take. exceptions to Bishop Montgom- 
éry’s declaration that poverty was one 
Of the consequencés of “original sin, 
and the church and the clergy generally 
came in for some pretty hard raps.

He said there were only two poles of 
production—one was mother earth: and 
the other applied labor.

Old Trinity Church is simply a cor- 
poration of plutocrats, which derives 
révenues from rentals of property upon 
which ninety saloons and a number of 
houses of prostitution are located.

The doc- 
trine of original sin, or that apple 
story to which Bishop Montgomery as- 
cribed the cause of poverty, is disposed 
by the Bible itself,” and the speaker 
then quoted a passage from the scrip- 
tures to prove his assertion, Continu- 
ing, he said in substance: 

‘The reason people are poor is be 
cause they are robbed all through life. 
They are robbed at birth, because a 
doctor, who probably has been in 
medical college five months and who 
can not read his own diploma, is called’ 
to do that which nature would per- 
form better unassisted, and the bill is 
$25. If the child’s parents are poor 
or die, ‘the infant is robbed of a home; 
and at every stage in life some form 
of robbery is perpetrated.” 

The speaker then Nlustrated by the 
death of one of his’ own children, 
how robbery accompanies even the 
least of these to the grave. He was 
very poor when his child died, but 
the undertaker charged him $4 for a 
plain little coffin that was not worth 
more than 76 cents, and the grave-~ 
digger charged $4 for digging a grave 
im the potter’s field, which was at the 
‘rate of about $4 an hour for his work;

‘WHERE’S THAT WARRANT? 


The Peculiar and Unexplained Dis- 
appearance of a Legal Document. 


On August 12, 1896, William Mayberry 
alleged that he was viciously assaulted 
by 8S. H. Vinelle, who poked a gun into 
his face and so choked and beat him 
as to give him hemorrhages. May- 
berry. at the time was in business 
with Dr. T. Foo Yuen, but the business 
was dissolved;' and the doctor moved 
away on the date of the assault. May- 
berry, calling at the office, claimed 
some of the effects that were being 
moved, and from that circumstance 
arose the assault. 

With his wife as witness, Mayberry 
called on Deputy District Attorney 
James to swear out a complaint. For 
some reason the issue of the complaint 
was refused, but Mayberry returned to 
the charge with another witness.in the 
person of the truckman who was mov-. 
ing the furniture when the assault was 
committed. Finally, on September 8, 
a complaint was issued and a warrant 
sworn out for the arrest of Vinelle. 
That is the last heard of that warrant. 
It was not given to any policeman, for 
if it had been the records would show 
the fact. The document just naturally 
disappeared and has not since been 
heard of. 

Tiring of the long delay, Mayberry 
carried the case before the grand jury. 
He asserts that he approached the fore- 
man of that body, and to his astonish- 
ment wag told®that instructions had 
been received from the District Attor- 
ney’s office to disregard the case. See- 
ing no other recourse, he again went to 
the Police Court, and on the original 
complaint an alias warrant was issued 
for John Doe Vinelle on February 9. 
Officer Richardson was given the. war- 
rant first, and learning that ‘Vinelle 
was a deputy under Constable Younkin, 
went to the latter’s office. Vinelle was 
not to be found anywhere, and the war- 
rant was passed along to Officer Long.

UNCLE COLLIS GAZES UPON THE 
SAD SEA WAVES. 
Spends Little Time at the Water, 
but Looks Over His Terminal 


and Plans. for,, the .Inevitable.| 
The Boom Growing Avace. 


SAN PEDRO, March 25.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] Yesterday afternoon 
at 2 o’clock quite a stir was created by 
the news shat a special train had ar- 
rived in town bearing C. P. Huntington 
and party, and a large crowd of people 
gathered at the Southern Pacific depot. 
Uncle Collis stood on the back platform 
as the train pulled into town, and af- 
forded the crowd a good look at him. 
His train was immediately pulled up on 
the high line, where the Southern Pa- 
cific has control of lots of property and 
where the company once started a gi- 
gantic wharf to run out to the deep 
water, but which was abandoned when 
the Santa Monica scheme came up. 
Huntington remained on the high 
- ground about two hours, viewing the 

advantages and rights he possesses 

here. The train was then whirled back 
to town, and at 4:20 o’clock, as he was 
- being hauled out of town, Mr. Hunt- 

ington was very actively overhauling a 

large pamphlet of data, presumably in 

regard to the harbor. 

The Southern Pacific Company’s ‘bor- 
ing outfit is still at work in the outer 
harbor. Much speculation is rife as to 

. the meaning of it all. Prior to the filing 
of Morgan’s minority report at Wash- 
ington it was a4 general belief that the 
boring was being done to furnish Mor- 
gan with new ideas. However, that be- 
lief has been exploded since Morgan’s 
report has been made public, and the 
boring continues. The whole affair has 
an air of mystery about it, as all the 
parties working on the boring outfit are 
strangers to San Pedro, no local help, 
presumably, being wanted. No doubt it 
is to be able to make correct and con- 
servative estimates for bidding for con- 
tracts on the work. The line of boring ‘ 
‘goes pretty well over the entire course 
of the proposed deep-water harbor. 

In spite of all contrary newspaper re- 
ports about ‘the possibilities of. delays 
in letting the contracts for the harbor, 
real estate is active. Strangers are 

“*coming to town on every’ train, and it 
is a noticeable fact that many are cap- 
italists from the Middle and Eastern 
States who’ are for judicious 
bargains, realizing the importance of 
San Pedro as a harbor of commerce and 
refuge. They are relying greatly on the 
Harbor Commissioners’ decision being 
ironclad and final. New buildings are 
under construction in all parts of the 
town. Houses are in demand, and all 
the real estate dealers are recording 
many sales daily, showing that prop- 
erty is selling at reasonable prices. 

The shipping in the port seems to be 
keeping pace with the balance of the 
boom, as it is‘'much livelier than it has 
been for months. A large fleet is up at 
the northern lumber ports loading for 
the several large lumber companies 
here. The voting of $30,000 in bonds for 
public improvement is received with 
much favor,.and no doubt the Trustees 
will call for an election.

ALL ABOUT A PICTURE. 


ARTIST SCHOLL SUES THE HER- 
ALD PUBLISHING COMPANY. 
Charges That the Newspaper 
Committed an Infringement 
Upon His Rights by an Un- 
licensed Publication of the 
Fiesta Queen’s Photograph. 


He 


Artist Aemilian Scholl has brought 
suit in the United States District Court 
against the Herald Publishing Com- 
pany, praying for damages in the sum 
of $13,000, costs of suit and such other 
relief as the court may deem proper. 
For cause of action, Mr. Scholl alleges 
that he is the author, inventor, de- 
signer and proprietor of a certain pho- 
tograph, entitled ‘Miss F. Alexander.” 
This, as is well known, is the name of 
the lady who has been chosen Queen 
of the coming fiesta. 

The complaint proceeds to recite that 
the artist, in compliance with the laws 
relating to copyright, forwarded to the 
Librarian of Congress at Washington, 
through the United States mails, on the 
1lth day of the present month, a printed 
copy of the title of .the photograph, 
and afterward mailed completed copies, 
the picture itself. 

Upon the face of all the photographs 
which the artist permitted to leave his 
hands were printed the words: ‘“‘Copy- 
right, 1897, Scholl, Los Angeles, Cal.” 
Despite these precautionary acts, which 
the plaintiff claims secured him in the 
exclusive right to publish and vend 
this picture, the Herald on March 22, 
with a full knowledge of the facts al- 
leged, and with intent to injure the 
plaintiff, did “pirate, print, publish and 
sell’ 13,000 copies of a photograph 
which was an exact fac-similie and 
duplicate of the original. 

Mr. Scholl complains that he was at 
great expense of time and money in 
the preparation and completion of this 
photograph, not the least of his troubles 
being the posing and arranging of the 
costume and draperies of the said Miss 
F. Alexander before .the camera. It | 
was very difficult, he recites, to give’ 
visible form to his original mental con- 
ception so as to present graceful out- 
lines, The proper disposition of the 
lights and shadows, the securing of the 

esired expression and the combination 
of business and artistic demands upon 
bis caused him a world of 


artist makes further ‘complaint 
that the publishing company, prior to 
‘the publication of the photograph, had 
formal notice and full knowledge of the 
infringement of his rights which it was 
about to commit.

PROSPEROUS OIL PRODUCERS. 


Some Well-owners Take a Hopefal 
View of the Situation. , 

A prominent oil-producer who has 
been furnishing oil to the Southern 
California Railway Company stated 
yesterday that the true reason why 
that company was changing some of its 
locomotives back to coal-burners, was 
not on account of the high price of oil, 
but owing to its scarcity. As a matter 
of fact, he said, the company’s pipe line 
could not furnish as much oil as was 
needed to run all the company’s loco- 
motives, so it became necessary to use 
coal to some extent. The company’s 
contention that oil was too high was 
only a bluff, but quite a natural one. 
In changing burners from oil to coal, it 
Was good policy to pretend that it was 
done on account of the high*price of! 
oit, in order’ to bear the mdfket, but. 
the producer referred to ‘stated that he’ 
did not anticipate any material reduc- 
tion in price if the Santa Fé aban- 
doned the use of crude petroleum for 
fuel altogether. So confident is this 
particular well-owner in the future of 
the industry, that he wants to extend 
his territory. He,has a single well at 
present, he says, that is netting him 
$200 a month. The same well is just as 
good a producer now, he alleges, as it 
was two years ago, although he ad- 
‘mits that there has been a general fall- 
ing off in production of the older wells. 
According to this producer’s opinions, 
‘the oil industry in Los Angeles is far 
from petering out. He maintainns that 
there is an abundance of the fluid left 
under ground and confidently predicts 
that more money will be made out of 
the business in the future than in the 

past. 

Another producer. who was inter- 
viewed yesterday sfated that he had 
sold $1700 worth of oil from his little 
group of wells in the past month. He 
had up to this time put in more money 
than he took out, but two months’ more 
such running would place him ahead 
of the game and thence forward he

AN INDEPENDENT CENSUS. 


The Council and Board of Education 
Fail to Agree. 

It is probable that the city will take 
its own census, independent of the 
Board of Education. This announce- 
ment was made yesterday by the spe- 
cial committee of the Council appointed 
last week to confer. with the Board of 
Education in the matter of taking a 
city and school census in codperation. 
_ A long conference was held Wednes- 
day night at the City Hall at which a 
were present. The Board of Education 
this year to do the work. Later it re- 
duced its estimate to $3000, and asked 
the Council to contribute $1500 as its 
phare of the expenses. 

The Councilmen present calculated 
that $1000 would cover the entire cost 
of taking such a census as they de- 
sired, and the prolongation of the dis- 
cussion only served to widen the gap 
between them and the representatives of 
the Board of Education.

different purposes. «The primary and 
sole object of: the’ Council is to dis- 
cover the exact population of the city. 
The school census is designed to in- 
clude only the enumeration of chil- 
dren of school age as fixed by statute. 
It calls for the sex and age, and num- 
ber of school children only, and does 
not include the Chinese population, 
which numbers several thousand souls. 
It also excludes children whose 
parents live elsewhere, and children 
who are living temporarily elsewhere. 
At the hotels, for example, it might 
take cognizance of but a few children, 
while the city census must include 
all residents of every character. 
The more thoroughly the objects 


1 of th® two censuses were compared, the 


more widely they were found to vary. 

The Council Committee also has been 

romised the assistance of the post-

pilation, and it is not limited for time, 
while the Board of .Education must 
complete its census and be ready to 
report by May 10.

CITY WATER PLANT. 


Plans and Estimates Rendy and Re- 
port Now Writing. 
The special committee of the Council 


codperation with the City Engineer in 
preparing plans and estimates of a 
water system for the city, held 4 
meeting yesterday, but it will not be 
ready to present a report to,the 
Ccuncil for some time. The delibera- 
tions of this committee and the work 
of City Engineer Dockweiler in pre- 
paring his report have been one of 
the great mysteries of the City Hall. 
The committee has never been called 
on since its creation to report, and has 
never-volunteered any statement, in 
open Council. 

It has not been generally known that, 
in ordey to preserve the closest secrecy, 
all of the City Engineer’s work in this 
connection has been done outside the 
City Hall. Ernest Abs Hagen, the 
hydraulic engineer, has devoted several 
weeks to the preparation of the plans 
and estimates of the proposed water 
plant, and is now engaged in writing 
his final report. No one outside of the 
special committee and the City Engi- 
neer and his assistants has beén sup- 
posed to have any knowledge of what 
was being done, and all inquiries have 
been met with the formulated answer 
that the committee was at work. 

Mr. Hagen’s plans are said to call 
for an expenditure approximating 
$4,000,000, and are designed to supply 
water for domestic and general pur- 
poses to a city of at least 400,000 people. 
They are based upon making the point 
of supply of the water system about 
seven miles above the, city on the west 
side of the Los Angeles River, and in- 
clude extensive water development and 
ample reservoirs. 

City Engineer Dockweiler met the 
special eornmittee yesterday and laid 
before it a brief outline of his plans, 
but stated that‘the report was still in 
course of preparation. The committee 
accordingly found that it would be im- 
possible to report to.the Council on 
Monday, and as a further step in the 
discharge of its-duties, decided to have 
a conference immediately with the 
water company, so as to ascertain if. 
possible what valuation it placed upon 
its plant. 

It is improbable that any report or 
recommendations of the committee will 
be made public within the next ten 
days.

‘The note is made payable ‘twelve 
months after date, or payable in. six 
months if the holder so desired. Jones 
drew $900 on the note. As a stockholder 
of the Citizens’ Bank was intimately 
acquainted with a stockholder of the 
Montana bank, the note was.not. pre- 
sented for payment at the end of the 
six months, the Citizens’ Bank stock- 
holder being informed of the good-con- 
dition of the Montana bank’s finances. 

Shortly after the six months was up, 
the Helenacbank failed. This suit was 
instituted to recover the $900 Jones 
drew on the note, and interest thereon. 
The issue presented is whether the Citi- 
zens’ Bank should have presented the 
note when the time for its payment, 
the end of the six months, was up. 
Jones contends that the bank should 
have done so. The case was submitted 
on briefs.

“Recorders and ex-offlaio recorders 
are constituted registrars:of titles in 
their respective counties;* their 
deputies are authorized ‘to act, ypon 
their behalf. Land may be brought 
under the operations of the act by 
the filing with the County Glerk of a 
verified petition to the Superior Court 
of the county within which such land. 
is situated by the owner of any es- 
tate or interest in such land, and each 
application is to be accompanied by an 
abstract. of the title, verified by the 
searcher as required in proceedings in 
partition. Hearing of the application 
is to be by the Superior Court, evi- 
dence ig to be taken:on.the allegations 
set forth'in ‘the petition, and a decree 
setting forth title is to be made by the 
court, whereupon the registrar is to 
issue a certificate of -title upon the 
filing of a: certified copy. of the decree. 
The decree of the court is to be re- 
garded as conclusive, except in certain 
Specified cases, and a five years’ limi-. 
tation is placed in bringing actions 
ak the title to registered lands. 
In reaching a decision the court may 
appoint a referee to examine and re- 
port upon the abstract accompanying 
“the” petition. Under the new law no 
adverse possession after registration is 
possible, but persons defrauded shall 
not lose their rights, and existing 
Statues governing probate, insolvency 
and equity proceedings are not af- 
fected. The fraudulent procurement of 
a certificate of registration is made 
a felony as is the forgery of seal, 
signature or instrument in the 
istrar’s office and punfshable as such. 
Fees in respect of applications and 
proceedings under them prior to reg- 
istration are to be the same as in ac- 
tions in the Superior Court, except as 
follows: For issuing a. certificate of 
title, including one duplicate, $1.50; for 
each additonal duplicate, 50 cents; for 
registering each transfer, including the 
issue and registration of the new cer- 
tiflcate, $1.50; for the entry of each 
memorial on the register, including the 
indorsement upon the duplicate cer-

FOREIGN CAPITAL. Reports from 
Europe continue to tell of. the large 
amounts ‘of..money that are offered 
there on good security at very low rates 
of interest, and of the difficulty that 
is experienced by capitalists in finding 
satisfactory investments. As The Times 
has frequently said, there is no doubt 
that a. large amount of this capital 
might be attracted to Southern Cali- 
fornia, but to do this we must con- 
vince our friends across the water that 
we have substantial and safe invest- 
ments to offer, and-that we are not 
_ trying to get the best of them. It would 
‘be well if some of the leading cem- 


“mercial bodies of Southern California 


would unite in an effort to place the 
facts in regard to openings for capital, 
in this section before European irvest- 
ors, either in the shape of printed mat- 
ter or through a personal representa- 
tive. 


COMMERCIAL. 

WHY LEMONS ARE LOW IN NEW 
YORK. A broker interviewed on the 
subject of low-priced lemons in the 
New York markets, as compared with 
other cities, said recently that a report 
received to the effect that five of the 
leading Kansas City firmssent repre- 
sentatives to New Orleans that day 
to attend the next sale of Sicily fruit, 
explained why there was a lack of or- 
ders in the New York market. New 
York, if it is to hold its own in the 
Sicily fruit trade, will certainly have 
to bring about a climatic change, as 
well also as greater inducements to 
the shipping trade throughout’ the 
United States. 


GOOD FOR WINEMAKERS. At a re- 
cent meeting of the board of directors 
the president of the Winemakers’ Cor- 
poration was instructed to appoint a 
committee on storage, whose duties 
would be to provide accommodations in 
San Francisco for wines to those mem- 
bers requiring early delivery. 

The San Francisco Call gives the fol- 
lowing particulars in regard to the new 
departure: 

‘“‘Large tanks will be placed in the 

warehouses selected, and cooperage for 
such purpose can now be had at a cost 
of 1 cent per gallon, and the storage 
expenses, as computed by the commit- 
tee, will figure much less in San Fran- 
cisco than it now costs the winemaker 
in the country. Such storage in posses- 
sion of and under the immediate con- 
trol of the corporation. improves the 
value of this security to such an extent 
that a much more liberal advance can 
be made on the wines and the interest 
charges still further reduced. 
“The corporation has during the past 
year cut the interest down from 10 to 
8 per cent. and will by this means be 
able to carry the winemaker at 7 per 
cent. 

“Since the announcement of this plan 
by the corporation there have come to 
it a flood of applications from large 
dealers in the East who desire to handle 
the corporation’s wines as soon as they 
are able to get them in shape for ship- 
ment. A prominent dealer of former 
days, whose trade is somewhat con- 
tracted, has offered his premises at a 
nominal cost, and services in preparing 
the wine for market. 
~ “No action of the corporation has 
met with such strong and unqualified 
approval by the members as this, and 
they have vindicated their pleasure and 
rejoicing at what seems to be a proba- 
ble breaking away from the bondage of 
years gone by. 
 “It-is not the wish of the directors to 
engage in the wine business, but this 
protective measure is likely to invite 
one step,further, which would mean the 
wholesale marketing of their own 
goods. The strong determination of the 
corporation members is to sell their 
wines at not less than 20 cents per gal- 
lon, and this, reinforced by the pro- 


posed addition to the duty on 
wines whereby the _ protection is 
raised from 30 to 60 cents’ per 


gallon, insures remunerative figures for 
the 96 crop. This doubling of the duty, 
as announced in the Tariff Bill now be- 
fore the House, is the occasion for great 
rejoicing among both the winemakers 
and dealers.” 


PERUVIAN OIL FIELDS. The Peru- 
vian oil fields are of large area, occu- 
pying some 7200 square miles, and are 
almost as rich in their deposits as those 
of Pennsylvania, which consist of only 
350 square miles. The territory is being 
developed rapidly, and crude petroleum 
is now used exclusively on the locomo- 
tives of all Peruvian railways. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


INSECTS IN STORED PRODUCTS. 
The division of entomology of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture is engaged in a special investiga- 
tion of the insects that infest stored 
products. The list includes the insect 
enemies of stored grain, flour and meal, 
peas, beans, dried fruits, nuts and 
seeds of different kinds, herbs and 


dried plants, drugs, leather, specimens 


of natural history, etc. Information is 
desired by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture of anything new, 
or of unusual interest, and correspond- 
ence is invited, especially from persons 
residing in the South and in the trop- 
ics, as it is in the warmer climates 
that insects of this nature reach their 
highest development \and effect their 
greatest damage. | 

Communications should be accom- 
panied where possible by specimens of 
the insects concerned in the attack, 
with as full statements regarding the 
extent of the injuries in the infested 
region as can be obtained. Such facts 
as may be gathered through corre- 
spondence will be reserved for publi- 
cation, if deemed of sufficient value, 
and the names of correspondents and of 
localities infested will be withheld from 
publication in all cases unless permis- 
sion is given for their use in this con- 
nection. Persons interested are re- 
spectfully requested to bring the mat- 
ter to the attention of some farmer, 
miller, grocer or other merchant in his 
neighborhood, who may suffer from the 
presence of these insects in his granary, 
mill or storehouse, and who may desire 
advice in regard to the best method of 
controlling them. 

The experience of persons who have 
had an opportunity to test the bisul- 
phide of carbon and other remedies for 
stored-product insects is also solicited. 
All communications should be ad- 
__dressed to the Secretary of Agriculture 

Division of Entomology, Washington,

KEW YORK MARKETS. 


Stocks and Bonds. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 


NEW YORK, March 25.—Dealings on the 
stock exchange today were much less in 
volume than yesterday, and the great bulk 
of sales were made in a few stocks. Out of a 
total of 236,000 shares, the Grangers absorbed 
about 77,000, Sugar 53,000 and the Anthracite. 
Coalers nearly 25,000 more. The Grangers 
were obliged to suffer the largest part of the 
selling movement ,which has resulted from 
the decision of the Supreme Court in the 
Transmissouri case, because the associations 
of which they are members have been prac- 
tically disrupted by the expressed intention of 
the Burlington and other linés to withdraw. 
The decision itself continues to be the topic 
of most absorbing interest in Wall street, but 
the holders of securities other than the 
Grangers and Southwesterns seemed dis 
to await a competent legal opinion on the 
official text of the decision as to its effect on 
other traffic associations, before throwing over 
more stocks. The belief was entertained also 
that ‘even though the existing rate and traffic 
associations should all prove to be illegal un-. 
der the decision, motives might be found to 
maintain rates and still re n within the 
law. If failure to maintain rates was to work 
such consequences to railr values aS WAS. 
urged in the arguments which induced hold- 
ers of stocks to part with them, why should 
it be necessry to bind them by a contract 
which could be legally enforced as an only 
means of preventing them from destroying 
themselves? This. argument led to an up- 
ward movement in the railway list, and 
which resulted in some cases in the best 
prices of the day. The Industrials played a 
conspicuous part in this upward movement, 
each being somewhat affected by a pecul 
cause. The general list yielded fractionally, 
the loss reaching a point in the case of ke 
. The final hour of trading witnessed a 
renewal of liquidation in many stocks, and 
carried prices down to near the lowest point 
of the day in most cases. The closing was 
weak, with severe net losses in numerous 
shares. The bond market displayed a general 
firmness, with important advances in the gilt- 
edged issues, which were in better request 
than for some time. Sales were $1,080,000. 
Governments developed marked firmness. New 
fours coupon were in special request, a block 
of $100,000 changing hands at 123%.

CHICAGO, March 25.—Liverpool and Berlin 
sent their quotations for wheat at the open- 
ing, and the weather here was favorable for 
the growing crops in ‘the West. Receipts 
were fairly liberal, and there was a flutter 
in the wild-beast show in Europe. Under such 
a combination an easier tone at the opening 
was to be expected. May, which closed at 
72% @73 on the day before, opened with plenty 
of sellers at 72% and some at 72%. It soon 
became rumored that 250,000 bushels of wheat 
had ,been sold yesterday in Duluth for export 
at the opening of navigation, and that helped 
to arrest he downward tendency. The preva- 
lence of crop-damage reports was, however, 
a large element in the bullish factors which 
turned sentiment a little in favor of confi- 
dence in present prices. The Price Current 
came out with more boldness in its review 
of the crop situation, calling the reports from 
Illinois more gloomy, and said also consid- 
erable complaint from Indiana and Missouri. 
Somewhat more active inquiry for wheat to 
go to interior mills helped to confirm the 
better impression regarding the stability of 
present prices, and the price gradually re- 
covered a shade over 73 after about an hour’s 
trading. After that rally, however, prices 
gradually sagged again. Trade was very dull, 
duller in fact than any of the bull days of 
late, and though, as can be seen, the news 
had a bullish tendency, not sufficient demand 
existed to even hold prices level. Minneapo- 
lis and Duluth received 313 cars, against 205 
a week ago and 475 the corresponding day 
of last year. Chicago receipts were eight 
cars, against fifteen the similar day of last 
year. Clearances from the principal Atlantic 
ports of wheat and flour were again very 
light, the total equaling 175,000 bushels. Clos- 
ing cables reported the Liverpool decline for 
the day %d per cental and Berlin 1% marks 
lower. With no, substantial. improvement in 
export demand or ‘appearance of probable 
change in that respect in the near future, 
wheat sagged to 724%@72%, and selling at 
72%@72% at the close. Corn was almost at a 
standstill throughout the whole session. Oats 
were very dull. Privisions were firm at some 
advance during the greater part of the ses- 
sion, advanced by another light run of hogs.

Boucheszel, the French Negro, Sus- 
pected of Having Robbed Him. 


An inquest over the remains of R. 
S. Miller, found dead in bed at the 
Richmond House on Commercial street, 
Wedresday noon, was held yesterday 
morning by Coroner Campbell at the 
undertaking rooms of Orr & Hines.

The-negro is known to have 
lost money oh Wednesday at poker, 
though he told the jury that he had no 
money at all. 

Bouchezel is now serving out a hun- 
dred days’ “floater” given him some 
time -ago for being caught in an 
opium en. When he was brought 
in on the present charge, the floater 
was brought up, and Frenchy will 
spend the next three months in the 
city prison. 


CAUGHT A BURGLAR. 


A Criminal Walks Right into the 


Waiting Detective’s Arms.. 


Two nights ago a burglar broke into 
the warehouse of the California Orna- 
mental Brick Company, situated near 
the Santa Fé depot, and stole several 
tools, to the value of about $12. A 
man had been seen hanging around 
the place several times, and a good 
description was given to Detectives 
Steele and Bradish.

Defendant Had Admitted That She 
Attacked the Wrong Party and 
Was Generally Jealous—Sports

RIVERSIDE, March 25.—[Regular 
-Correspondence:] The sensational 
Peycke case came to an abrupt and 
somewhat unexpected termination this 
afternoon. Mrs. Christina Peycke, the 
woman who pointed..a revolver’ at a 
girl to compel her te admit illicit re- 
lations with her husband, and then 
horsewhipped her as an admonition 
not to repeat the alleged offense, was 
fined $5 for assault by Judge Camp- 
bell and then’ @fstharged.

LAW STUDENTS’ ASSOCIATION. 
Address by W. A. A. Cheney on the 
Principles of Law. 

Last evening Hon. William A. Cheney 
delivered a lecture on “The Study and 
Practice of Law,” before the Los An- 
geles Law Students’ Association, at 
their rooms, No. 317 South Main street. 
He called attention to the fact that it 
was not enough to know the Jaw as it 
exists today, whether as common or 
statute law, but that in order to jus- 
tify the title of “lawyer” it is necessary 
to look behind the text to discover and 
interpret the spirit. A fact of itself is 
of no great importance; its history may 
be and is, and to understand its correct 


stances out-of which it grew, and 
which it embodies. It is, therefore, 
necessary to study the principles, the 
fundamentals of law, and their true 
import and significance can only be ap- 
preciated by a study of the causes that 
engendered. them. Blackstone is valu- 
able as a statement of the law as it ex- 
isted in his day and generation. To:un- 
derstand the. common law in its widest 
acceptation, ft is necessary to trace its 
greatest growth from, its rude begin- 
ning in Saxon times down to the day 
of the commentator. If we so do, it will 
be seen that it is not the result of acci- 
dent, but that it is the definie result of 
cause and effect, of circumstance and 
condition. 

The common law is not an isolated 
phenomenon, but is' only a single, ai- 
beit an important, incident in the his-, 
tory of general jurisprudence, and. it is 
largely. in its inception and. develop- 
ment a product of the civil or Roman 
law. The same influences were at work 
in both cases, and the sages of our 
law wisely profited by the learning and 
experience of their Roman predecessors 
in their, efforts to give us a system of 
law adapted to the genius of the people 
and applicable to their needs. 

It is intended to make this lecture the 
first of a series of addresses to the as- 
sociation by well-known members of 
the bar.
